Teachers’ 
institutes are 
coming 
more to be recognized by patrons and 
teachers alike as benefits to the in­ 
structors in our public schools, and 
under the modern methods of con­ 
ducting them the institutes are prov­ 
ing a much greater help in train* the 
teacher for the task of instructing the 
student. F or years these gatherings 
of the teachers resulted.in little goo 
on account of the lack of organiza­ 
tion for work and the disjointed man­ 
ner in which the programs were pre­ 
pared and executed. Of late there is 
more method in the proceedings, and 
the institute is fast becoming a train­ 
ing school where teachers review and 
study the hooka they are to teach and 
strive for the most effective manner 
in which to present the study. The 
“ politics5’ 
aud 
dissection 
which 
formerly disturbed 
aed 
prevented 
beneficial work have been elim inate 
almost entirely with the result that 
our t e n o r s take more interest rn the 
work for which they are called to­ 


gether. 
Perhaps upon no other profession 
is there so much moral responsibility 
as upon the teacher, and we are glad 
to note that the teachers as a body 
are coming more and more to realize 
that responsibility and live up to its 
requirements. 
It is a lamented fact 
that our public instructors receive 
less public recognition and personal 
remuneration in return for the great 
work they accomplish than any other 
branch of public service. 
But we be­ 
liev e'there is a fairer day dawning 
both for the student and teacher, for 
as qualifications of the instructor aie 
improving and more interest being 
d isp la y e d there is a corresponding 
growth, slow tho it may he, of Hie 
appreciation of the patron, and as 
our school boards are more strongly 
demanding greater efficiency, 
they 
are more willing to give value re­ 
ceived for the labor. 
| 
The public needs to be educated as 
much as as the public school student. 
As patrons and trustees we have too 
long neglected the opportunity of ad­ 
vancing the cause of education by a 
lack of support aryl personal encour­ 
agement to those who teach oui chil­ 
dren. This needed ^awakening to such 
responsibility is now in progress in 
Wise county, the cause of which may 
largely he a t t r i t e d to the activity 
along educational lines of our pres­ 
ent county 
superintendent, 
D. 
J. 
Simpson. Through his untiring ef­ 
forts the trustees have been organized 
and aroused to action in improvement 
of our public school system. 
The 
teachers have also responded to the 
increased interest in their work on

Just a few facts and figures about 
farms. There are six million three 
hundred thousand and a few more 
farms in this country. This means 
that there is a farm for every fifteen 
people, or for every three families. 
The proportion of farms occupied by 
owners and those worked by tennants 
is not quite two to one. Almost a 
million, or 
one-seventh, of 
these 
farms are owned by 
negroes and 
other non-white proprietors. The av 
erage size of farms in 1900 was 146 
acres, now it is 138, while the aver 
age price per acre has risen from 
$15.50 to a considerably higher fig­ 
ure. 
Higher priced land naturally 
has cut down the average size of 
farms, but improved methods and in­ 
tensified farming more Chan make up 
in crop return for the loss of land. 
The more new cities that spring up 
and th© larger the older ones grow, 
the more demand there is for truck 
farming, and this industry is gaining 
great headway in this country. In
